ALABAMA VIRTUAL LIBRARY - FY11 

Lucinda M. Beddow - Head Librarian, Calhoun Community College 

Let me thank all of you who contacted legislators that you know and asked them to continue 
to support the Alabama Virtual Library. Some of you, and I won't try to name names, are 
genuine advocates who know the people in the Statehouse who vote for the Alabama Virtual 
Library funding because you stay in touch with them. 

We also owe a real debt of gratitude to Denise Oliver who represents the Alabama 
Supercomputer Authority on the AVL Council. Ms. Oliver is a steadfast advocate of the AVL. 
Her advocacy should be noted. If you would, a note or an email to her would be appreciated 
by me for all she has and is doing for the Alabama Virtual Library in the halls of the 
Statehouse. 

As we approach the beginning of summer, the Alabama Virtual Library Council has begun to 
hold discussions on the selection of databases to continue for FY11. The Council requested 
Dr. Ron Leonard from NAAL to be the negotiator between the Council and database vendors. 
He is currently getting quotes from vendors as to costs for next year and bringing this 
information to the Council. A meeting was held on May 21 and the next scheduled meeting 
will be in Montgomery at The Bailey Building, 400 S. Union ST, on July 21. Anyone is invited 
to attend AVL Council meetings. Dates are posted on the AVL Web site at 
http://www.avl.lib.al.us/about/index.html 

A factor in this year's negotiations is that some primary, general information publications are 
now offered full text by sole source. Since last year's negotiations, Time, Inc. decided to 
license their content to a single vendor and sent out an RFP. Most or all of the major 
aggregators responded. As a result, EBSCO now is the sole source for the 66 periodical titles 
published by Time, Inc. Such titles as Fortune, Consumer Reports, Essence, Money, Southern 
Living, Sports Illustrated, and more, will now only be available full text through EBSCO. Full 
text to these titles will no longer be accessible through any other database vendor. 

In a recent presentation before the NAAL librarians, EBSCO stated that their cost to

publishers for content exceeds all other company costs combined. They will be passing along 
to the AVL Council an increase in cost if we continue to receive these full text titles. 

I am concerned that some of the AVL Council members may not want to continue the EBSCO 
collection that will include the Time, inc. full text titles and the Premier Upgrade. In the 2008 
survey I did among two year college librarians, all respondents named EBSCO as the most 
important, single database vendor. In 2004, the survey results showed that 12 libraries 
named EBSCO as the vendor to continue if the AVL should be able to continue only a single 
vendor while 3 libraries indicated a tie between Gale and EBSCO. (I did not send out a survey 
in 2009 but I did send one via email on June 1, 2010.) 

If you wish to have a voice in the content that is renewed for the AVL for FY11, please email 
or call the representatives on the AVL Council. They are listed on the AVL Web site under the 
following page: http://www.avl.lib.al.us/about/council.html Some Council members are not 
librarians and have no experience with the databases and with students who use them. 
Mention has been made of hiring consultants to advise the AVL Council. I would like to see 
librarians let Council representatives know what content/databases matter to our students 
and faculty. 

When the Council dropped the EBSCOhost Premier Upgrade in the fall of 2009, full text 
content to 2,500 titles was lost. The Council added back the Premier Upgrade in the spring of 
this year. You should be able to form an opinion as to the usefulness of the Elite version 
versus the Premier Upgrade, and decide what is best for your students. If the Elite version is 
continued for FY11, can your institution license the Premier Upgrade ? One of the hallmarks of 
the AVL is 'equity'. The loss of primary general information content will ensure that only those 
libraries with the funds to continue content keep the content. Other libraries that do not have 
the funds will lose the content. Make your opinion known to AVL Council representatives and 
ask for 'equity' among libraries in Alabama.

EBSCO Publishing (EBSCOhost) ALABAMA FOCUS GROUP 
for Colleges and Universities 

In conjunction with the Network of Alabama Academic Libraries (NAAL), EBSCOhost 
recently held a Focus Group Meeting specifically for college and university libraries 
in Birmingham, Alabama. The one-day event, held at the Birmingham Marriott on 
Tuesday, April 6, 2010, was filled with discussions and presentations focused on 
EBSCOhost databases and interfaces, industry issues such as exclusive licenses and 
discovery services, as well as e-books (including EBSCO's acquisition of NetLibrary). 

EBSCO Publishing attendees included Sam Brooks, one of the Senior Vice 
Presidents, 

Ron Burns, the Director of Software Product Management, Lori McGill, Field Sales 
Representative K-12 Schools and Public Libraries, and Louis Sooklal, Regional Sales 
Manager. 

The Focus Group Attendees were asked their opinions on layout and format changes 
that are being considered for EBSCOhost databases. Additionally, all present were 
informed of forthcoming changes to EBSCO databases especially with regards to the 
new default setting for search results (starting the Summer of 2010, all search 
results will be listed by relevancy but this default setting maybe changed by the 
user) and the new applications of EBSCOhost Mobile, EBSCOhost iPhone, the new 
PDF viewer and the application of word searching being available within the e-books 
of NetLibrary. 

The Focus Group Meeting was an excellent opportunity to ask questions and obtain 
insight into how EBSCO Publishing operates.

UPDATE FROM SHELTON STATE COMMUNITY COLLEGE LIBRARIES 

Don Bell - Reference Librarian, Shelton State Community College Libraries 

New Library System: In May 2009, after months of migration and training, the 
Shelton State Libraries brought online their new integrated library system, 
Millennium, from Innovative Interfaces. In November, Encore, a "discovery 
platform" was brought online. Encore provides a portal through which library users 
can search not only in Google-like natural language but can search multiple 
databases simultaneously. Through barcode login, users have off-campus access to 
selected databases. 

New Staff Member: In September 2009, Cathy Craig, cataloger at Shelton State for 
three years, began a new position as Head Cataloger and Supervisor of the 
Cataloging Department at Laredo Community College in Laredo, Texas. After 
working at the college for seven months, she was awarded the College Employee of 
the Month for March 2010. Cathy received her MLIS from the University of Alabama 
in May 2006. The new cataloger at Shelton State is Shannon Sloan. Shannon 
comes to Shelton State with cataloging experience from positions with both the 
University of Alabama Libraries and the Tuscaloosa Public Library, including years of 
experience with the Millennium Library System. 

Conference Attendance: In November 2009, Dr. Debbie Grimes, Director of Library 
Services, attended the annual conference of North American Council on Staff, 





Program, and Organizational Development (NCSPOD) ion St. Paul, Minnesota. 
Also, during the fall semester, Dr. Grimes completed the Zenger-Miller leadership 
training program, along with other college division chairs. Shannon Sloan attended 
the System Administration Workshop at Innovative Interfaces in Emeryville, 
California in February. Thanks to Title III funding, Shannon, along with librarian 
Glen Johnson will attend the Innovative User's Group Conference in Chicago in April. 

Favorable Report: The nursing program recently came up for re-accreditation here 
and the visiting team came on Feb. 2-4, 2010. The team interviewed Director Dr. 
Debbie Grimes for an hour and examined the library collection. The resulting report 
was positive. 

Encouraging Reading: Students of all remedial reading classes are required to 
practice reading Life Skills Education booklets in the Shelton State Libraries. The 
high-interest, 16-page booklets focus on family, relationships, personal finance, 
substance abuse, health, careers, job hunting, and concerns of military personnel. 
Students must read and summarize one booklet each week for 15 weeks. 

A Book Swap shelf has been set up to further encourage reading. The shelf has 
about 75 fiction and non-fiction titles in both hardback and paperback formats. 
Anyone may bring in a book and swap their book for a book from the shelf. These 
books are not cataloged and there is no checkout. Donations are accepted for this 
shelf. 

Outreach: During the Fall 2009 semester, Debbie Grimes and Glen Johnson 
performed Roving Librarian duties in the Food Court. The goal was to carry 
reference service beyond the walls of the library to this popular study and gathering 
area. A wireless laptop made the Internet and online resources fully available. 

In March 2010, the Libraries conducted a textbook giveaway. For this event, 
instructors donated sample textbooks from their offices. These were not the 
textbooks adopted for classroom use, but preview copies that were not adopted. 
The response from both instructors and students was very positive. 

Dr. Grimes is now heading a committee making plans for events for The Big Read at 
Shelton State for fall 2010. Focusing on Twain's The Adventures of Tom Sawyer, 
activities will include lunch-and-learn sessions provided by faculty, a one-man 
theatre performance, special speakers, an apple-pie throw down, and a graphic arts 
poster contest. In addition, the Shelton State Libraries will promote reading with a 
read-it-forward project, offering multiple copies of The Adventures of Tom Sawyer 
to students and employees on both campuses and asking them to read and pass 
along their copies. Funds from the Shelton State Community College Foundation, 
Title III, and the library budget are being used for these activities. 

In fall 2009, the decision was made to discontinue the library's extensive vertical file 
collection. The collection contained pamphlets, booklets, clippings, and free 
periodicals. Presently, only special items such as local history and the college 
student newspaper are retained.

"It is About Time: Getting Our Values Around Copyright"

In a recent endeavor to obtain a better understanding of the current issues 
surrounding copyright law, I encountered EDUCASE and a presentation on copyright 
(law) done by Dr. Lawrence Lessig. 

EDUCASE is a nonprofit association whose mission is to advance education by 
promoting the use of information technology. Dr. Lawrence Lessig is a Professor of 
Law at Harvard Law School, and is the director of the Edmond J. Safra Foundation 
Center for Ethics. At Harvard, he founded the school's Center for Internet and 
Society and a majority of his career work has been focused on law and technology, 
especially as it affects copyright. His current work addresses "institutional 
corruption" — relationships which are legal, even currently ethical, but which 
weaken public trust in an institution. 

EDUCASE's annual conference, held in Denver, Colorado, was entitled, "EDUCASE 
2009 - The Best Thinking in Higher ED IT" and on Thursday, November 5, 2009, Dr. 
Lawrence Lessig walked onto the stage. 




Addressing a general session of the conference, Dr. Lessig presented, "It is About 
Time: Getting Our Values Around Copyright" - I highly recommend taking the time 
to listen to his presentation. Dr. Lessig begins speaking after the awards 
presentation (about 27:47 on the timer).

Dr. Lessig, quoting Dr. Jessica Litman, a Professor of Law at The University of 
Michigan Law School and a widely known expert on copyright law, reiterates the 
ever-growing presence on our campuses and in our libraries that for a majority of 
people, copyright is perceived as having no significant relevance to the core 
teaching mission of their institution. I had to laugh as Dr. Lessig refers to copyright 
as the huge elephant in the middle of the room that is being ignored. But 
sometimes and in some places, I wonder if the elephant actually there at all? 

In the past, copyright played a tiny role in the way people engaged within their 
cultures with regards to their creativity and to the use of information. But then, 
things changed radically because of the development of technology and our current 
context is one where copyright reaches across the spectrum of ways in which we 
engage in our culture on daily (or hourly) basis. 

This fact of copyright reaching into our daily lives is stressed in Dr. Lessig's 
presentation through a quote of Dr. Litman's, "U.S. Copyright law is even more 
technical, inconsistent and difficult to understand; more importantly it touches 
everyone and everything... Technology, heedless of law, has developed modes that 
insert multiple acts of reproduction and transmission - potentially actionable events 
under the copyright statute - into commonplace daily transactions. Most of us can 
no longer spend even an hour without colliding with the copyright law." 

This fact leaves me, as a librarian, wondering where do we go from here and how 
do we do what we need to do and what our faculty wants us to do within the 
legalities of copyright? My suggestion to each of us is to become familiar with our 
individual institutions' copyright law policy. And as Dr. Lessig said - ask questions! 
We will only be able to help our students and our faculty members if we ourselves 
know what we can and cannot do.
